Jolly John At 
His Best For 
The Campbell

Becoming the first Maryland-bred winner 
of a $100,000 stakes since Alma North won the 
Matchmaker in 1973, Jolly John ran the best 
race of his career in Bowie s John B. Campbell 
Handicap this month to capture the mile and 
a quarter test by a nose margin. 

The victory marked Jolly John’s third stakes 
triumph. Last year he won the W. Preston Burch 
at Bowie and the Survivor Stakes at Pimlico. 
But his most notable previous race was the 
1974 Belmont Stakes in which he ran second 
to Little Current. 

An unpredictable but talented colt. Jolly 
John earned a check for $74,165 in the Camp¬ 
bell, increasing his lifetime earnings to $222,- 
950. The 4-year-old is now the third stakes 
winner of over $200,000 to be sired by Mary¬ 
land’s leading stallion, Restless Native. His 
others are Twixt (over $500,000) and Peace 
Corps ($247,000). 

Owned and bred by Thomas S. Nichols’ 
Rolling Ridge Farm and trained by Robert L. 
Adams, Jolly Johu was gaining his first win 
since October. In three consecutive starts at 
Bowie this year the colt was installed favorite 
at odds of 13-10 or less but in all three races 
he was beaten. 

Bobby Adams, a former jockey and press 
box custodian, had his charge 100 percent 
right for the Campbell. Gamely outfinishing 
Spirit Rock, Jolly Johu came on again in the 
concluding yards to earn a narrow triumph 
in Maryland’s richest handicap race. 



Mr. Nichols, chairman of the executive 
board of the Olin Corporation, was not at 
Bowie to see his horse win. Although one or 
his three homes is located in nearby Glyndon, 
Mr. Nichols only occasionally attends the races. 

Representing the industrialist in the winner s 
circle presentation was Sidney Waite, manager 
of Rolling Ridge Farm. It is Mr. Waite, a na¬ 
tive of Wales, with whom trainer Adams has 
most of his dealings. 

In fact when interviewed last year, Bobby 
Adams said: ”I went to work for Mr. Nichols 
seven months ago and since then I’ve only 
talked to him once. As far as I know h^^ 
only seen one of his horses run once since 
been training for him. Unfortunately, the on^ 
race he did see was disastrous. Our horse broke 
his cannon bone.” 

Adams, a native of The Plains, Va., came 
into racing as an exercise boy and later became 
a jockey. He rode from 1961 through l97o 
’’without raising too much hell—I was never 
leading rider at any track.” 

But Bobby won many a race, including 
one that gained him his wife. 

That race was a $3,500 claimer at Delaware 
Park on Memorial Day, 1967. Bobby was riding 
a 15-1 shot named Secret Fear, owned by Jodit^ 
A. Kelley, daughter of Maryland owner-breed¬ 
er-trainer Aaron Kelley. The 4-year-old filly 
posted a $32.80 mutuel. The Kelleys were so 
elated that they took their jockey out to dinner-

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Before the year was over Bobby and Judy 
were married. 

Although Adams took out his trainers li¬ 
cense in 1969 , success was a few years away. “I 
used to ride the horses I trained in races,” re¬ 
calls Bobby. had some for Sam Pistorio, but 
Mr. Pistorio became unhappy because I had 
trouble getting stalls at the tracks. 

’’Around 1970 or 1971 I didn’t have any 
horses left to train. So I took a job in the press 
box at the tracks, answering the telephone and 
things like that. I did that kind of work off 
and on for two years. 

”It was in July of 1973 that Mr. Waite came 
to me and asked if I’d like to train a horse 
named Rolling Ridge. He was cheap ($5,000 
to $6,000 selling plater), and I thought I’d 
have him only for the Timonium meet. But 
it was a chance, so I took the horse.” 

In September of that year Mr. Waite gave 
Bobby two 2-year-olds to train. One of them 
was the then unraced Jolly Johu. The other, 
Eager Native, had won his only start. 

Bobby was to have extraordinary luck with 
both colts. Eager Native placing in three stakes 
before breaking down. 

But it was Jolly Johu who gained the head¬ 
lines and earned the money. 


Of this headstrong colt, Adams says: ”Hes | 
some kind of rough colt. Everything’s a 
to him. I gallop him myself and sometimes j 

I wonder if he’s gonna get me. He’s always on j 

the muscle, always trying his rider.” j 

Quite remarkably, Mr. Nichols has pnf' j 
chased only one Thoroughbred during his entire 
lifetime, and yet he is the breeder of four 
stakes winners. 

His one purchase occurred at Saratoga m 
1957 when he acquired a bay filly by Tom 
Fool out of *High Stepper II by Hyperion. ^ 

Consigned by Mrs. Joseph Walker, Jr., the j 

filly brought $22,000. i 

Mr. Nichols named the filly Evilone. She 
made only two starts, winning her debut and 
breaking down in her second race. 

Bred as a 3-year-old in 1959, Evilone p^*^' ^ 

duced as her first foal the major stakes winner < 

Tona (winner of over $167,000). Her fourth 
foal was multiple stakes winner Jean-Pierre 
(winner of $308,589) and her fifth was Lesjo 
(stakes winner of $46,673).

Jack and Gretchen Mobberley didn’t have 
the slightest idea they were claiming a stakes 
horse when they put up $6,000 of their own 
money to halter Sarre Green at Bowie four 
years ago. 

’*She was raunchy looking,” recalls the 
46-year-old husband. "When I got her back 
to the barn my Number 1 groom, Tom Lewis, 
said: ‘Boss, what in the hell did you do to 
us this time?* ** 

Sarre Green may not have looked like much, 
but in her case looks were deceiving. She ran 
her final race last month in Keystone’s 
$30,000 Whitemarsh Handicap, carrying top 
weight of 120 pounds. She won by a head, in¬ 
creasing her earnings to $217,897. 

For the Mobberleys the 7-year-old daughter 
of Clem Pac and Saree (by The Dude) won 
21 races, including the Gallorette Handicap, 
the Haddonfield Handicap and the WhitemarA. 

She will be bred this spring at Claiborne 
Farm to * Hawaii. 

Was the decision to retire the mare a 
difficult one? 

“Oh, no,” laughs Mr. Mobberley, “it wasn’t 
hard. Gretchen was crying the last time she 
galloped her, and Tom Lewis cried when he 
put her on the van. I remember Tom said to 
me: ‘Tell them to use plenty of straw in this 
mare’s stall. She’s used to having three bales 
in there. Sometimes those farm people try to 
get by on one. Now don’t let them do that to 
this mare. Hear me?’ ” 

The Mobberleys, both licensed trainers, 
agreed a year ago that Sarre Green would be 
bred this spring. Still the thought persists 
that it took considerable courage to retire a 
sound race mare who had won her last two 
starts, both stakes. 

‘‘No,*’ replies Mrs. Mobberley, “it didn’t 
take any courage because it was the right thing 



to do. I love this mare. She’s a great part of 
my life. When Jack says that I cried the last 
time I galloped her, he’s not kidding. I literally 
cried. And so did Tom when he loaded her on 
the van. When you feel that strongly about a 
horse, it’s not hard to do what’s right for the 
horse. 

“I remember the last time we ran her ^t 
Keystone. The track was bad, and I kept think¬ 
ing about how La Prevoyante died in what 
was supposed to be her last start. I sat there 
on a bale of straw outside Tubby’s stall, trying 
to decide whether or not to scratch her. Twice 
I decided to scratch her. I went to the telephone 
twice to call the secretary’s office. But both 
times I changed my mind.” 
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j 'Why do you call the mare Tubby?” Mrs. 
Mobberley was asked. 


"We gave her that name right after we 
claimed her,” replies the Howard county horse¬ 
woman. ”We named her Tubby because she 
Was all skin and bones.” 

No longer thin or jadded, Tubby is still being 
I lightly exercised at the Mobberleys’ 65-acre 
Summer Hill Farm in preparation for her van 
^ide to Kentucky. Gretchen, who gallops ten 
horses every day at Laurel, still rides her favorite 
^ace mare on the farm. 

1 Although the Mobberleys work closely to- 
! gether as a husband and wife team. Jack de¬ 


clines to take any credit for Sarre Green’s 
success. 

"Gretchen picked her out to claim,” says 
Mobberley, "and Gretchen trained her. All I did 
was go down on the program as trainer. She 
was really Gretchen’s mare from beginning to 
end—ably assisted, I might add, by our really 
great groom Tom Lewis.” 

The Mobberleys feel that they have a spe¬ 
cial rapport with fillies and mares. 

"When I gallop a colt, we growl at each 
other,” says Gretchen. "I’ve got a hang-up with 
colts. Me and fillies communicate. Me and colts 
make ugly faces at each other. I think it’s be¬ 
cause fillies are more honest. They tell you 
when they’re right. With colts you never know. 
When you think they’re telling you that they’re 
feeling good, they may be bluffing. I can take 
any old no-class filly and do fairly good with 
her. But I’ve never had luck with colts. Frank¬ 
ly, Jack and I need a good colt for our mental 
state. We’ve almost convinced ourselves that 
to have a good horse we’ve got to have a filly.” 

Given this frame of mind it is not surprising 
to learn that Sarre Green is the third stakes- 
winning filly developed by the Mobberleys. 
They have never won a stakes with a colt. 

"The only other stakes winner that we’ve 
owned,” says Jack, "was All Ahead. She earned 
over $100,000 for us. We trained Final Rush 
for Guy Burt. She won the Cameo. I guess 
I’ve got to go along with what Gretchen just 
said—our best horses are always fillies and 
mares.” 

When Jack says that he and his wife think 
alike on any subject, there should be no oc¬ 
casion for surprise. They have been married 
for nearly 25 years, having first gotten to know 
each other while students at Virginia Poly¬ 
technic Institute. 

Recalling that era of their lives, Mr. Mobber¬ 
ley says: "I was flunking freshman chemistry 
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for the second time. Gretchen was getting an 
A. But she had an edge. She was dating the 
instructor. When they went out they laughed 
together about the dumbhead—me.” 

Instead of taking a third shot at freshman 
chemistry, Jack decided to quit VPI with only 
the one course standing between him and a 
diploma. By coincidence, the A student dropped 
out, too. She was only 18 years old when she 
became Mrs. Mobberley. 

Today, almost a quarter century later. Jack 
says that he and his wife think alike on most 
matters. ”If we disagree, it’s minor. We’re no 
more than fifths of a second apart on any¬ 
thing.” 

Eleven years ago Jack and Gretchen decided 
to shift their horse operation from Virginia to 
Maryland. They chose for their purchase a cow 
farm near Glenelg in Howard county. ”We 
named it Summer Hill Farm because that 
sounded warm and pretty,” says Gretchen. 
"There are too many Windy Hills—but that 
really would have been more appropriate.” 

The Mobberleys have come a long way 
since buying their cow farm. Today they stand 
three stallions (Dead Ahead, Happy Way and 
Iron Peg) and will this spring board approxi¬ 
mately 125 broodmares and yearlings. 


In addition to their staggering workload at 
the farm, Gretchen and Jack train a public 
stable of between 30 and 40 horses which arc 
now quartered at Laurel. Every morning tbcy 
are at the track before dawn. Gretchen gallops 
one-third of the stable every day, for the most 
part choosing fillies. 

"We’ve got two good boys who gallop ihc 
others,” says Jack, "but I like for Gretchen to 
get on our best stock because that way she can 
make decisions on what to do with them. 

"We race anywhere in the East where a race 
comes up that suits us. Anywhere 
night-racing tracks. Night racing kills bc>t 
of us. After all, we’ve got to get a little sleep 
once in a while. 

"I had a friend the other day tell me that 
he didn’t see how I managed to get everything 
done at the track and the farm. I told him i 
wasn’t hard. After all, I read as many books a 
the next man, watch a fair amount of TV an 
love to have a little whisky. 

"It’s not hard, I told him. All you’ve got to 
do is have a wife like Gretchen and watch her 
kill herself with overwork. Gallop ten or twelve 
every morning, do the books when she gets 
home, take care of our 6-year-old daughter

^ husband’s praise, voiced mild protest when he 
said she ran the house. “I don’t run the house,” 
I says the lady who graduated from high school 
> at age 14. "Pauline (a maid) runs the house. 
I I couldn’t make it without Pauline.” 

Replied Mr. Mobberley: "I’m saying I can’t 
make it without you, you can’t make it without 
Pauline and I guess Tubby would say that she 
couldn’t have made it without Tom. Looks 
^ like we’re all dependent on each other.” 

”Yeah,” said a smiling Gretchen, "organi- 
, nation. Ain’t it grand! ” 

In an attempt to get the interview back on 
the subjea of Sarre Green, I asked Mrs. Mob¬ 
berley how she happened to pick out the filly. 

"Well,” explained the woman who galloped 
I horses during the entire first eight months of 

; her pregnancy, "I’ve got this thing about dark 

hay or brown fillies. Every good horse I’ve 
ever had—even when I was a kid showing 
horses in Virginia—has been a dark bay or 
I brown filly. So when I’m looking around for 
a horse, the first thing I notice is their color. 
I Most people will look first at the pedigree. Me, 


I want to first make sure it’s a brown filly— 
and if she has lop ears, then so much the better. 

"So Tubby’s color is the first thing that at¬ 
tracted me. But everybody knows that there 
are more browns than anything else. So the 
next thing that caught my eye was her long, 
almost lop ears. Then I watched her run and 
she closed well in a $3,000 claimer. She finished 
third that day and they entered her next 
time for four. So I told Jack she kind of ap¬ 
pealed to me. He called up two of his owners 
who were looking for a horse. One said that 
a $4,000 filly was too cheap for him. The other 
said he didn’t want to claim anything without 
seeing her for himself. 

"That owner actually came up to Bowie to 
see her and claim her. But he didn’t like Tubby 
when he saw her. He kept hemming and 
hawing, and Jack finally had to tell him to 
make up his mind because the claim box 
would be closed if he waited any longer. Finally, 
he told Jack to go ahead and claim her. Jack 
tried to put in the claim but he was 30 seconds 
too late. 

"Well, Tubby won that race and we didn’t 
get her. They put her in the next time for six. 
Jack called up the man who had okayed her 
at four, and told him it would now cost him

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six. That man said he’d give five, but that 
six was too much. 

"That’s when Jack and I said to ourselves, 
what the hell, let’s claim her for ourselves.’” 

Fourth in the $6,000 race on the day they 
claimed her, Sarre Green was given a month’s 
rest. She made her next start at Pimlico for 
$7,500 and finished fourth. Before the year 
was over Tubby had won ten races for the 
Mobberleys. 

"How sweet it was,” recalls Jack, "we had 
a stakes horse who was eligible for all those 
$3,000 starter races. Like shooting fish in a 
barrel.” 

Sarre Green’s biggest problem as a 3-year-old 
was an enlarged knee which Jack says he was 
"afraid to x-ray because I didn’t want to see 
what was there.” 


"She came out sound as a 5-year-old and 
she’s been going sound ever since. Everything 
in that knee’s just set, I guess. We owe it to 
Tom. He’s just a super great person. 

"Of course, he and Tubby have had their 
fights. I remember one time he was doing up 
her legs after a winning race and she caught 
him in the chest with a hind foot. I thought 
Tom was really hurt. I was about ready to 
call an ambulance. But he picked himself up 
out of the straw and never laid a hand on her. 
All he said was: 'You dirty hussy. If you hadnt 
just won a race. I’d whip your ass!’ ” 

Laughing as he recalled Tom’s words, 
Mobberley turned his thoughts to what 
Green has meant to everyone connected with 
the stable. 



The following year as a 4-year-old the filly 
came back so lame from one race that Mobber¬ 
ley finally decided to have the knee x-rayed. 
Recalls Jack: "The vet found an old slab frac¬ 
ture surrounded by various and sundry bone 
chips. It didn’t seem operable. So we gave her 
back to Tom and told him to work on her knee 
some more. We never fired or blistered her. 
It was Tom working on her in a stall that 
kept her going. 


"You know,” he added, "there’s no way to 
put into words what this mare has done fot 
us. The only way I can say what I mean is to 
tell you that everybody who is sincerely con¬ 
scientious about horses should have the priv¬ 
ilege to own such a mare. Everybody who pky^ 
the game from his heart deserves a mare like 
this—just once in a lifetime ... it does so 
much for you . . . it’s a remarkable feeling ^ 
have a horse that always gives her best.” _U

That challenger 
is, of course, Ruffian who was sidelined last 
summer after compiling a record of five wins 
in five starts for earnings of $134,000. 

Bred by Guy H. Burt and foaled at the 
Glade Valley Farms near Frederick, Hoso ts 
owned by Roxie Gian, Mr. Gian, according 
to Burt, lives in Buffalo, N. Y., "where he ts 
a big shopping center magnate.” 

Regarding a confrontation between Hoso

Mr. Burt brought Hoso to the races in his 
Own colors at Hialeah last April.

, furlong track record. Soon after that race, he 
sold the filly to Mr. Gian. 

For Mr. Gian Hoso won two races—an 
allowance test at Hialeah and the My Dear 
Stakes at Woodbine. She was retired after the 
Canadian race because of a linear cannon bone 
fracture—the same type of injury which side¬ 
lined Ruffian. 

Although her 1974 record consisted of three 
wins in three starts, one stakes victory and a 
track record equaled at Hialeah, Hoso was 
( Hot weighted on the year-end Experimental 
I Handicap. 

I Commenting on this omission, Mr. Burt 
, Says: “I was quite upset when those weights 


came out and I found that Hoso hadn’t been 
weighted. So I wrote to Kenny Noe and asked 
for an explanation. He replied with a very 
nice letter in which he said: ‘I evidently 
overlooked the filly... I’m very sorry and 
offer my apologies.* 

“I thought Kenny was quite a man to make 
a statement like that. It takes courage to ad¬ 
mit that you’ve made a mistake.” 

Idle from June to January, Hoso began her 
1975 campaign at Hialeah in a six-furlong 
allowance race. She finished second to Laughing 
Bridge for the first and only defeat of her 
career. 



Her next three starts were all stakes. In 
quick order she won the six-furlong Jasmine, 
the seven-furlong Camellia and the mile and 
an eighth Poinsettia. 

Mr. Burt, who lives year-round in Florida 
and describes himself as being “practically re¬ 
tired although I do have a little insurance office 
at the Opa Locka airport,” says he now has 
only six horses—a far cry from the 42 he 
owned twelve months ago. 

“I’ve been lucky in this game,” says the 
one-time college football star, “but I’ve made 
a lot of mistakes, too. One good horse makes 
up for a lot of errors. And nobody can say that 
Hoso isn’t a good one.” Q

INTormally when a Maryland stallion sires 
a stakes winner the happy owner promotes the 
accomplishment with ads, photographs and 
telephone calls. There is, after all, no better 
way for a stallion to prove his worth than to 
sire the winner of an open stakes race. 

But when Pendulum Sam captured Bowie’s 
$25,000 General George Stakes last month 
no one did any shouting for the 3-year-old’s sire. 
Piercer. The reason for the silence was that 
Piercer is now a gelding who is being schooled 
to become a hunter and open jumper. 

Piercer, in case the name escapes you, is an 
11-year-old son of Needles and Equifun. He 
won once in 11 starts, retiring with earnings 
of $6,510. Owned by John Hughes, Piercer 
did stud duty at the Howard county farm of 
Mr. and Mrs. James W. Dickey.

Betty Worthinyton

Unraced at 2 and still a maiden at the con¬ 
clusion of her 3-year-old season, Sarah Percy 
last month won Bowie’s $30,000 Conniver 
Handicap, achieving stakes-winning status at 
an age when most good race mares have been 
retired from competition. 

But for Betty Worthington, there is no rea¬ 
son to hurry Sarah Percy into the breeding 
shed—especially since the 7-year-old mare runs 
better with each passing year. 

Mrs Worthington, whose husband Richard 
is part-owner and co-editor of the Bel Air 
Aegis, has been in the horse business ten years, 
first as a commercial breeder (”I had seven 
mares and lost money every year”) and then 
as a breeder who raced her own small stable. 

Since getting into the racing end of the 
horse business, Mrs. Worthington has turned 
red ink into black. made a profit in 1974,” 
says the Harford county horsewoman, ”and I’ll 
make a profit again this year. But when I was 
breeding commercially and selling them as 
yearlings, I lost all kinds of money. And the 
thing that used to make me mad was that the 
people who bought my yearlings made money 
with them. That’s why five years ago I decided 
to breed just for myself. Now life is a lot more 
pleasant for everybody.” 

Although Mrs. Worthington has two chil¬ 
dren (Anne, 21 and Robert, 18), the horses 
are entirely her own project with little help or 
advice coming from the rest of the family. 
About her husband, Mrs. Worthington says: 
”Dick is very good on conformation. That’s 
because his father had Guernsey cattle, I guess. 
But he doesn’t stay up-to-date on what different

stallions are accomplishing. All of the decisions j 
are really left up to me.” j 

And as far as Sarah Percy is concerned- 
well Betty Worthington is practically her | 
mother. 

The reason for this uncommon relationship j 
is that Sarah Percy’s dam totally rejected her as j 
a newborn foal. ”It was awful,” recalls Mrs. ! 
Worthington. ‘The mare walked right on top I 
of her like she wasn’t even there, bit at her 
and kicked at her. I called in two or three 
different vets, but nobody could change that 
mare’s mind. So we had to keep the mare and ^ 
foal in separate stalls. Then we’d put a twitch , 
on the mare. Snow Flyer, so that we could 
milk her by hand. We’d put the milk in baby | 

bottles and I’d give it to Sarah Percy in the next ^ 

stall. After a while the mare’s milk dried up- I 

That was sort of a relief, really. From then on I I 

just fed the foal on a formula.” ! 

The odd thing about Snow Flyer’s behavior 
was that she had nursed her first foal (Enchant- 
ing Doll, a filly by Saggy) in a normal manner \ 

and resumed a normal pattern with her third | 

foal (Asbury Mary, a filly by Seven Corners)- 
Sarah Percy, her second foal, was the only off- j 
spring ignored by the mare as far as Mrs- 

Worthington is aware. "She had six foals ir^ j 

six years, and all were fillies,” says Mrs. Worth¬ 
ington. "But I sold her in 1970 when I decided 1 
to cut back on my horse operation and go froi^ 
a commercial to private status. So I really don r 
know too much about how she’s treating her 
foals these days.” a 

The rejected Sarah Percy took to Betty I 
Worthington like a child to its mother. “She j 
followed me around wherever I walked,” re- • 
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I ^alls Betty, ’'and when I’d leave her standing 
at a gate she’d stay right there until I got back. 
1 She never wanted to be too far away from me— 
I just like foals are with their dams.” 


Sarah Percy (who is today Uncle Percy’s 
I greatest money-winning offspring with earnings 
I uf over $114,000) was intentionally withheld 
I trom racing as a 2-year-old ’’because I think 
I horses do a lot better if they’re not rushed.” 

But not even as a 3-year-old did Sarah Percy 
reveal her true class. She made four starts that 
y^r and failed to win. Finally as a 4-year-old 
she broke her maiden at Penn National. She 
, tan that year in claiming races for as little as 
$5,000. 


I Then as a 5-year-old things started to happen. 

I 'Tor one thing,” says Mrs. Worthington, ”I 

i got a trainer for whom I have great respect. 

"That’s Happy Ravich. He’s done a great job 
• ^ith all of my horses.” 


1 Since joining Ravich’s stable Sarah Percy 
I has moved from claiming races to stakes. In 
addition to winning the 1975 Conniver, she 
I has placed in the All Brandy and Geisha Handi- 
I ^aps and also placed in last year’s Conniver. 

. Born and raised in the very same home in 
Which she is now living, Betty Worthington 
^ys she has been crazy about ponies and horses 
^ince she was a little girl. Her grandfather, 
' Robert Richardson, built the house in which 
^he Worthingtons live. ”He had some good 
I |totters,” says the granddaughter. ’’But my 
^ tather and mother weren’t interested much in 
i ^uy kind of horses.” 


Betty raised ponies before getting into the 
uorse business. ”In fact,” she adds, ”I got my 


first broodmare (Little Fever) by trading a 
Crossbred pony for her.” 

Little Fever didn’t produce anything of con¬ 
sequence for Mrs. Worthington. ’’But,” she 
adds, "I learned a lot from her. Once you get 
started in this business you make a lot of 
mistakes—and you discover how to correct 
them when you’re about ready to get out of the 
business.” 

Mrs. Worthington says she has been ’’getting 
out of the business” for the past five years. 

’’When I had all those mares (seven) and 
all those yearlings and foals, I couldn’t get any 
good help,” she adds. ”I couldn’t do all that 
work myself. So I had to cut back. 

’’Now I’ve got only two broodmares— 
Hamper and Spinnerette.” 

Hamper foaled a filly by Rambunctious last 
month (’’the earliest foal I’ve ever had”), 
while Spinnerette is due to foal this spring to 
the cover of Rebellious. 

’’One thing I don’t have to worry about now,” 
she says, ”is how fashionable the stallions I like 
are to other people. I’m breeding to race and 
the only person I have to satisfy is Betty 
Worthington.” 

Mrs. Worthington’s small stable trained by 
Ravich consists of Born A Tiger and Bold 
Chandar in addition to the big horse, Sarah 
Percy. She also has an unraced 3-year-old filly 
in training at Sagamore Farm and is galloping 
on her farm a 2-year-old by Big Brave. 

Also owned by Mrs. Worthington is Sarah 
Percy’s half-sister Asbury Mary who will be 
bred this spring to Rambunctious. Asbury Mary 
is being retired (she won two races) because 
of a knee fracture. Q

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Howard County Old Fashioned 

H. L (Chick) Welsh, Master of the How¬ 
ard County Hounds, triumphed narrowly over 
16-year-old Johnny Linton in the eight-mile 
Howard County Old Fashioned point-to-point 
early this month. 

Twenty of 27 starters completed the course 
which began and ended at Point Lookout Farm, 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. George Willson. 

Riding his 8-year-old Thoroughbred gelding 
Castealot, Mr. Welsh was timed in 28 minutes. 
He and young Johnny Linton crossed the finish 
line a little more than a length apart. Linton, 
son of Howard County’s huntsman, Johnny Bill 
Linton, was several minutes ahead of the third 
finisher, Debbie Costello. 

In fourth, fifth and sixth positions came 
three of Howard County’s honorary whippers-in 
—Art Willson, Roger Scullin and Billy Streaker. 
Mrs. Roger Scullin accounted for the seventh 
spot, followed closest by another honorary whip 
—Howard Streaker. 

Prizes were awarded as follows: 

Men (over 40 years old) H. L. Welsh; 
women (over 40 years old) Evelyn Shade; men 
(over 18 but not over 40) Art Willson; women 
(over 18 but not over 40) Debbie Costello; 
children (under 18 riding horses) Johnny Lin¬ 
ton; children (under 18 riding ponies) no 
finishers. 

Continuous Count Wins Stakes 

At the advanced age of 7, Continuous Count 
gained the first stakes victory of his career 
last month at Keystone, defeating Jolly Johu 
in the $30,000 Quaker Handicap which was 
run over the mile and an eighth course. 

The Maryland-bred gelding is by Ishkoodah 
out of Countess Nancy by Count Turf. Bred 
by J. J. Amiel, Continuous Count was foaled at 
Windy Hills Farm in Westminster. 


Victory in the Quaker Handicap increased 
Continuous Count’s earnings to $128,785. Un¬ 
raced at 2, the gelding won two races at 3. He 
has placed in four stakes — the Monumental, 
Hessian, Congressional and Vertex Handicaps. 

Ishkoodah, sire of Continuous Count, resided 
at the O’Farrells’ Windy Hills Farm from 1967 
through 1972. 

Regulations Would Be Tightened 

A negative Coggins test for Equine In¬ 
fectious Anemia would be required of all 
equines entering the state after April 30 un¬ 
der a new regulation proposed by Maryland’s 
Department of Agriculture. 

A public hearing on the proposal was 
held in the conference room of the Mary¬ 
land Department of Agriculture in Parole on 
March 18. 

Present regulations specify that equines with 
a positive Coggins reaction must now be per¬ 
manently identified and quarantined. The new 
rule would specify that the negative Coggins 
test must have been made within the last 
12 months otherwise entry into Maryland 
would be barred. 

Patrician Now At The Curragh 

Harold Roff, manager of The Curragh, re¬ 
ports that syndicate-owned Patrician has arrived 
at the Chesapeake City farm where he is stand¬ 
ing this year at a fee of $750. By Swaps out 
of Searching, Patrician was a winner of four 
races. He is a full brother to Affectionately 
(champion 2-year-old filly, champion handicap 
mare and champion sprinter) and a half- 
brother to Admiring ($462,000) and Priceless 
Gem ($209,000). Priceless Gem is also the 
dam of the French champion Allez France. 

Patrician’s oldest crop of foals will race this 
year as 2-year-olds. 
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Tammaro's Room Burglarized 

Upon arriving in New York for the opening 
of the season last month, Baltimore trainer 
John Tammaro took 21 sets of racing silks 
and all of his foal registration certificates to 
his motel for transfer the next day to Aqueduct. 
During the evening, however, thieves ransacked 
his room, stealing all of the racing colors in 
addition to clothing and other valuables. The 
foal certificates were removed from his room 
but later found on the parking lot. Said Tam- 
maro: 'Those foal certificates were the most 
important things to me. If I had lost them I’d 
have been out of action for weeks.” 

Mare Foals Regularly On March 4 

Bill Rauck reports that his 9-year-old brood¬ 
mare Bilzown Native foaled this year on March 
4 for the third consecutive year. On March 4, 
1973, the Restless Native mare produced a 
colt by Umbrella Fella. On March 4, 1974, she 
had a filly by Tinajero. And this year on March 
4 she dropped a colt by Jaradara. All three 
March Fourthers were foaled at Carolyn Green’s 
Green Willow Farms near Westminster. Mrs. 
Green and Mr. Rauck are sister and brother. 

Polinger-Breds Win In California 

Racing commissioner Milton Polinger had 
the tremendous satisfaction last month of seeing 
two of his homebreds win stakes at Santa 
Anita. The two Maryland-bred winners were 
Boomie S. and Move Abroad, both owned by 
Irwin Feiner, trained by W. Preston King and 
ridden by Sandy Hawley. 

Mr. Feiner, a New York clothing manufac¬ 
turer, is a close friend of Polinger’s and has at 
times been a partner with Polinger in the 
ownership of horses. Boomie S. and Move 
Abroad are, however, the property of Mr. 


Feiner, both having been sold to him privately 
by the Maryland racing commission member. 

Boomie S., from the first crop of the Bold 
Ruler stallion What Luck, led from wire to 
wire in the seven-furlong San Vicente Stakes, 
defeating the highly regarded California 3-year- 
old George Navonod. Following that victory in 
the $34,850 race Mr. Feiner must have had 
visions of Churchill Downs and the Kentucky 
Derby. But Boomie S. was to destroy such ideas 
the following week when he made a mis¬ 
step in a training move and fractured a cannon 
bone. The colt will now be sidelined for an 
indefinite period. 

What Luck was in residence at Mr. Polinger’s 
Olney, Md., farm from 1971 through 1973. 
He was owned during that period by Mr. 
Polinger and Dr. Raymond Murphy. The two 
partners sold the horse late in 1973. Now the 
property of a syndicate. What Luck stands for 
a $2,500 fee at Coffee Creek Ranch in Edmond, 
Oklahoma. The stallion offers one of the great 
pedigrees available to breeders today, being 
out of Irish Jay, the dam of King Emperor 
($453,000) and Queen Empress ($431,000). 
What Luck, King Emperor and Queen Empress 
are all by Bold Ruler. 

Move Abroad, a 4-year-old daughter of 
Going Abroad, was gaining the third stakes 
victory of her career in the El Conejo Stakes 
for fillies and mares run over the mile and an 
eighth course. The El Conejo was restricted 
to horses which had not won a stakes since 
July. 

Going Abroad stands now at C. Frank Hop¬ 
kins’ Elberton Hill Farm in Darlington, Md., 
for a live foal fee of $500. Himself a winner 
of $286,000, Going Abroad is by *Khaled out 
of the Tehran mare *But Beautiful. At the 
time *But Beautiful was bred to Going Abroad, 
the stallion was standing at the Glade Valley 
Farms near Frederick. 
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Reproduced on the following pages is Sen¬ 
ate Bill 672 which would update and modern¬ 
ize the Maryland Fund program. 

This bill represents only a portion of the 
many changes contemplated in the Maryland- 
bred race programs. 

Some of the more important revisions fol¬ 
low: 

• Breeder bonuses would be paid on every 
race run in Maryland which was won by a 
registered Maryland-bred. No longer excluded 
from breeder awards would be the ’old style” 
Maryland-bred races. 

• The open race breeder bonus program 
would become law instead of being a rule of 
the Maryland Racing Commission. There would 
be no change in the percentage of the mutuel 
handle paid by the tracks—.08 percent at the 
milers and .15 percent at Timonium. 

• A portion of the money generated for the 
Maryland Fund would be used to hike the purse 
structure on ’’old style” Maryland-bred races. 
For example, an ’’old style” Maryland-bred race 
which might normally carry a $5,000 purse 
would be increased to $6,500 with the addi¬ 
tional $1,500 coming from the Maryland Fund. 

• The 10 per cent service charge on all 
breeder and stallion bonuses would be elimi¬ 
nated. Replacing this source of income to the 
MHBA would be a percentage off the top of 
the Maryland Fund, a system long used by the 
HBPA. The exact percentage would be deter¬ 
mined by the Maryland Racing Commission. 

• The position of director for the Maryland 
Fund would be created, this person’s salary to 
be paid by the MHBA. The director would 
write the conditions of all Maryland Fund races 
in addition to maintaining Maryland-bred rec¬ 
ords. He would also perform missionary work 
at other tracks, advising out-of-state horsemen 
of impending Maryland-bred races. 

• It would be required of each Maryland 
track that on every day of racing at least one 
race restricted to Maryland-breds would be 
offered. 

• All stakes restricted to Maryland-breds 
would close two weeks prior to the running 
of the race. 

It is the goal of the committees which have 
worked on these proposals to make the Mary¬ 
land program increasingly attractive to horse¬ 
men now campaigning Maryland-breds at out- 
of-state tracks. 

As far as most horsemen are concerned, the 
most noticeable of the changes suggested would 
be the hiking of purses in Maryland Fund stakes 


races and a transfer of some Maryland Fund 
races to the ’’old style” Maryland-bred column. 

It is possible that each of Maryland’s three 
mile tracks will be able to offer a headline 
Maryland Fund race worth $50,000 in addition 
to its other Maryland Fund stakes. Present 
thinking is that the big race at each track would 
be written for young horses of the 2- and 3- 
year-old categories. 

The inclusion of the ’’old style” Maftyland- 
bred races in the open race breeder award pro¬ 
gram would be made possible by the MHBA’s 
cancellation of its present 10 per cent service 
charge.

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Butazolidin Legal April 19 


The Maryland Racing Commission has set April 19 as Legalization Day 
for Bute. 

Except for 2-year-olds, all horses at all Maryland tracks will be allowed 
to test positive for Butazolidin on and after that date, providing the proper 
reports have been filed. 

Of the five commission members, only Carle A. Jackson opposed the de¬ 
cision to authorize use of the controversial drug. Stating at the commission 
meeting held March 13 that he was against ''the whole bloody thing,” Jackson 
went on to say to trainers who sought permission to include 2-year-olds as Bute 
patients "you fellows ought to be investigated by the SPCA.” He concluded 
his remarks to the trainers by rhetorically asking: "Have you ever heard of a 
farm? Six months rest? That sort of thing?” 

Mr. Jackson was, however, outvoted by a 4-1 margin. Lining up with 
commission chairman J. Newton Brewer, Jr., were Milton Polinger, Robert 
Furtick and Donald Levinson. 

Three days after the commission meeting, the Associated Press quoted 
one of the country’s best known female jockeys as being highly critical of the 
Butazolidin program recently legalized in Louisiana. 

The AP story read as follows: 


"Drugging has gotten to a point where it is 
out of control at the Fair Grounds,” claims Mary 
Bacon. 

Butazolidin, a pain-killing medication also 
known as "Bute,” was permitted for horses at 
the Fair Grounds race track for the first time 
this year, and Miss Bacon charged that it masks 
the use of other drugs. 

"I know of horses that can’t walk in the 
morning, that are running in the afternoon,” 
she said. 

"I don’t think it’s fair to the public to bet 
on a horse that is not capable of walking in the 
morning, but is so drugged up that he can get 
past the vets in the afternoon.” 


Patrick C. McGinity, secretary of the Louisi¬ 
ana Racing Commission, said that the commis¬ 
sion had heard many experts testify to the ef¬ 
fects of Butazolidin, but added that the com¬ 
mission would have to reconsider the issue. 

"This is going to require some revamping 
or more extensive testing procedures to make 
sure we’re up to date,” McGinity said. "And 
I’m sure this will come before the commission. 

"She’s so positive that she kind of gives racing, 
and particularly the Fair Grounds, a black eye— 
so Lm sure there will be some official response.’ 

Miss Bacon also charged that drugging has 
been to blame for the rash of recent spills 
at the track. 
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Drugging has gotten to a point where it 
is out of control,” she said. "Sunday I was on 
the horse that ran over the jockey. He was 
right in front of me on the rail and there was 
a horse on the outside of me and I had no¬ 
where to go. Winston Soirez dropped right 
in front of me and I had nothing I could do. 

remember looking down and saying to 
myself, ‘Geez, I just ran over a rider.* There 
was this jockey all curled up in my horse’s 
legs.” 

Miss Bacon said she discussed the dangerous 
situation with jockeys and trainers after the 
race, but that no one was courageous enough to 
complain. 

“If it’s going to cost me mounts, okay,” she 
added. "All I want is Thoroughbred racing 
to become the king of sports again. I don’t 
Want it to be a dirty, rotten, rough business.” 

When made aware of Miss Bacon’s allega¬ 
tions, the stewards summoned the jockey to 
their office. After a lengthy interview, E. J. 
Champagne, one of the track’s three stewards, 
said: 

“As far as we are concerned the matter is 
closed.” 

Questioned further by a reporter, Mr. Cham¬ 
pagne added: 

“She was very cooperative and claimed that 
she was grossly misquoted by Bob Roesler, 
sports editor of the New Orleans Times-Pic- 
ayune. 

Miss Bacon also claimed that she doesn’t 
know of anyone using illegal drugs, and that the 
stewards are doing a fine job.” 

Roesler, contacted in Hawaii where he was 
attending a National Football League meeting, 
said he wrote the column from a tape recording 
of their conversation which he made after ask¬ 
ing her permission. 

“I can’t remember being told that the con¬ 
versation was being taped,” Miss Bacon respon¬ 
ded. "I believe I was really misquoted. What 
I said he took wrong. There is more or less 
a mixup. 

“I was pretty upset at the time I was inter¬ 
viewed because of a spill,” she explained. "I 
Was the one who rode over that fallen rider and 
it really upset me.” 

Champagne said the stewards, who are in 
charge of racing conduct at the track, will rou¬ 
tinely continue to investigate any further al¬ 
legations. 

“We are asking that if anyone knows of the 
use of illegal drugs—and not just hearsay— 
to step forward,” he said. H 


Fair Hill Purchase Likely 

Purchase of the late William duPont, Jr.’s 
5,500 acre Fair Hill estate by the State of 
Maryland came a step closer to consummation 
this month when Mr. duPont’s executors agreed 
to accept an offer of $6 million for the tract. 

Final settlement cannot be made until Dela¬ 
ware’s Court of Chancery determines whether 
the executors of Mr. duPont’s estate can legally 
sell the land. 

The agreement calls for final settlement by 
October 7. Unless both parties agree to extend 
the deadline, the agreement would be void if 
the sale were not completed by that date. 

A spokesman for the Department of Natural 
Resources said the state has no plans to change 
or develop the property in the next few years. 
The traditional Fair Hill race meeting would 
continue to be held, according to present plans. 

Purchase of the land by the State of Mary¬ 
land was authorized by the 1972 session of the 
General Assembly. Negotiations began in 1973. 
Mr. duPont died in December, 1966. 

Those familiar with Fair Hill are delighted 
with the state’s decision to acquire this enor¬ 
mous tract of woods and farmland. Tastefully 
improved with dirt roads and lovely stone 
houses. Fair Hill was made into a sportsman’s 
paradise by Mr. duPont. 

In addition to the two race meetings held 
annually in May and September, Fair Hill has 
also hosted Three-Day competitions, horse 
shows, cattle shows, fairs and other agricultural 
exhibitions. 

It is believed that most or all of these pro¬ 
jects will be continued after the state takes title 
to the property. 


Endine's Daughters Well Represented 

A filly, a colt and a gelding out of daughters 
of Endine won races at Bowie on a single pro¬ 
gram this month. The three winners on March 
1 were Swoonbeam, Key Lime and Star Apple. 

Star Apple and Key Lime are full sister and 
brother, being by Cyane out of Enidne. Both 
are owned by Christiana Stables and trained by 
Henry S. Clark. Swoonbeam is by Swoon’s Son 
out of Nympholept. 

Enidne and Nympholept are the only foals 
ever produced by that top race mare Endine. 
Both were bred by Christiana Stables and nei¬ 
ther ever raced.

Obituaries 

H. Dorsey Shipley 

H. Dorsey Shipley, a member of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association since 1939, 
died last month at the age of 75. Mr. Shipley 
lived in Phoenix, Md., and for many years 
operated the Willowbrook Stable which cam¬ 
paigned at tracks throughout the East. Mr. 
Shipley was the founder of the Oriole Pontiac 
company and was also vice-president of the 
O’Donnell Pontiac and Swartz Cadillac com¬ 
panies. 

Alan T. Clarke 

Alan T. Clarke, one of Maryland’s best known 
horsemen during the 1940’s and ’50’s, died 
early this month following a long illness. Mr. 
Clarke had owned and operated Huntington 
Farm in Clarksville up until 15 years ago. 

As the breeder, owner and trainer of his 
own stable, Mr. Clarke produced such horses 
as Senator Joe, Jeannie C., King Mowlee and 
Fritz Maisel. He normally maintained about 
50 Thoroughbreds at Huntington Farm and 
campaigned a stable of about ten. 


Senator Joe, a foal of 1948, was his best 
known winner. Named for the controversial 
Wisconsin politician Joseph McCarthy, Sena- 
tor Joe earned over $100,000 before breaking 
down in 1953. Retired to stud, the horse proved j 
incapable of getting his mares in foal. 

During the peak years of his career Mr. 
Clarke was a director of the Maryland Horse ^ 
Breeders Association. Although he occasionally i 
trained outside horses for close friends, the j 
majority of his horses were ones which he had 
bred himself. I 

A big, gregarious man, Mr. Clarke had been 
a professional baseball player in his younger I 
days. His newspaper clippings indicated that he ' 

had compiled a promising record as a left- | 

handed pitcher before withdrawing from the 
sport.

BUS^S TACKROOM

Bus Taylor trained Thoroughbreds on the Maryland-Delaware cir¬ 
cuit until his death in 1959- At the drop of a rub rag, he told tales that * 
reflected his enjoyment of the ironic and comic aspects of backstretch 
life. Here begins a series of those stories which first were told in Bus's 
tackroom. 


Having this artificial leg slows me down 
considerably, but it's only as much a handi¬ 
cap as a person allows it to be. Some of my 
friends just know that I limp in hot weather. 
Occasionally I varnish the truth a shade or two 
when they ask about my lameness. 

Father Conway, for instance, who was our 
parish priest at Elkton and an incurable race- 
tracker, knew me for years before he noticed 
the limp. It happened one blistering hot day 
at Delaware Park. Father was looking for a

mutual friend, Irish Jimmy Stewart, when he 
fell into step with me on the way from the 
paddock to the clubhouse. 

"Hi, Bus, have you seen Jim today?” asked 
the Father. 

”He probably won't be over until about the 
fourth race. Father,” I replied. 

“Guess that winner yesterday helped him 
out a little, didn't it?” he asked. 

“Father, that win might have been more 
trouble to Jim than it was worth.” 

“What do you mean?” 

“First of all when a horse wins, especially 
a longshot, your creditors hound the hell out of 
you. But that mare surprised Jim as much as 
anybody. He didn't bet a quarter. 

“I saw the feed man at his barn this morning, 
so I slipped over and congratulated Jim for 
having the foresight to put fifty dollars across 
the board on the little mare. 

“Naturally, the feed man was all ears and 
the more Jim denied betting, the more the feed 
man believed me. Jim got so hoppin’ mad that 
he just about kicked me out of his barn. When 
he does come over this afternoon, he’ll probably 
give me the silent treatment. 

“Besides that, you know what happened after 
the race in the clubhouse, don't you. Father?” 

“No, I wasn’t here yesterday,” replied the 
priest. 

“Well, a homely old woman bet Jim’s mare 
in the double. It paid around two thousand 
dollars, you know. Jim hadn’t told her to bet; 
she just picked numbers. But when that mare 
won, she went to huggin’ and kissin’ Jim. 

“He was on his way to the winner's circle 
to have his picture taken when she started 
maulin’ him, so he tried to get away. He ad- 
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mitted later that if she hadn’t looked like a 
hog’s head turned inside out, he would have said 
to hell with the picture. As it was, he struggled 
too hard and they both fell down on the floor 
of the clubhouse. 

“He helped her up and was still tryin’ to 
make it to the winner’s circle. In the fracas, 
she dropped her ticket and accused Jim of 
tryin’ to steal it from her. Then she beat him 
across his bald head with her umbrella. 

“I guess she finally found the ticket on the 
floor, but the incident amounted to two thou¬ 
sand dollars’ worth of aggravation for Jim. He’s 
one hot Irishman now, mostly about not betting 
for himself. When he comes over. Father, ask 
him how much he collected yesterday. He’ll 
have a fit trying to tell you without cursing.” 

“Bus,” Father said, “I notice you’re limping. 
Did Jim kick you in the shins or is it from 
praying too much?” 

“Neither one. Father. I got in an argument 
over a crap game and a hot-headed Englishman 
shot me in the leg. Want to see the wound?” 

I hiked up my pant leg so he could see the 
ventilation hole in the wooden leg. Can’t re¬ 
member Father’s exact words, but I don’t think 
it was anything he learned in church. □

Off to a flying start, Marlborough 
Hunt's first meeting, run over its 
newly-constructed course at 
Roedown in Davidsonville, is 
judged a success by all concerned. 


There were so many “firsts" at the first an- 
nual Marlborough Hunt Races which took place 
on, you guessed it, March 1, that the race statis¬ 
ticians (for the first time) needed assistants. 

For instance: Harvest Sky, the 9-year-old 
gelding owned and trained by Turney 


McKnight, won his first big race on the Mary¬ 
land circuit when he, seemingly effortlessly, 
captured the Roedown Cup, a three-mile timber 
steeplechase. Ridden by Jimmy Stump, an 
18-year-old who was riding Harvest Sky for the 
first time, the pair started off in front and led 
Helen Polinger's Idol Fellow and John M. Begg's 
Devil's Lancer the entire distance. 

Spectators atop the hill overlooking a natural 
hunt setting were thrilled just to watch the 
beautiful way man and horse negotiated the 
course, fencing magnificently, and setting an 
unbeatable pace. 

Following the race McKnight said he has Har¬ 
vest Sky pointed toward the Maryland Hunt 
Cup on April 26. "He has always had bad luck. 
He will hit a fence, swell up, and won't heal for 
six months," the owner explained when asked 
why his horse hadn't been seen more often in 
hunt race circles. 

Harvest Sky ran in last year's Grand National, 
coming in fourth, and hunts regularly with the 
Elkridge-Harford hounds. This is the first time 
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in about twelve starts that he has won a race, 
i according to his owner-trainer. 

I Although this was the first time Jimmy Stump 

j had ridden Harvest Sky, it was not the Baltimore 
I county teenager's first win. Relatively new on 
the hunt race circuit, he shows every sign of 
being a top-notch contender for rider of the year. 

I The Roedown Cup was Stump's second win in 
' as many weeks. In both races he was chosen as a 
j last-minute substitute. He rode Gustan, also 
owned by McKnight, to win the Casanova (Va.) 
timber feature the previous week. McKnight, 

I who ordinarily rides his own horses, had been 

I sick and called on the young Mike Smithwick- 

trained jockey to fill his boots. "He is a very 
dedicated young man," said McKnight. 

"It looks as though Harvest Sky is finally liv¬ 
ing up to his potential," Turney speculated, fol¬ 
lowing the Roedown Cup win. Points toward 
the Billy Barton Challenge Trophy were also 
awarded to the winner of this race. The Barton 
j Trophy will be presented to the horse earning 
I the most points during the Maryland season. 
Harvest Sky's next appearance is planned for 
the Howard County Hunt meet when McKnight 
hopes to be well enough to ride the big bay 
which he has owned for six years.

The co-featured timber event, the Benjamin 
H. C. Bowie Memorial steeplechase, was a nip 
and tuck battle from start to finish between 
16-year-old Warry Gillet (son of Mrs. John 
Schapiro), astride his Storman Norman, and 
veteran jockey Paddy Neilson on Dr. Ralph 
Lynch's Barros Negros. The two battled it out for 
the last three-quarters of the two-and-a-half 
mile race and Storman Norman, in his first-ever 
timber race, took about a three foot lead over the 
last of the 14 fences. 

But Warry cut a flag turning into the home¬ 
stretch, which disqualified him, giving the first 
place trophy to Barros Negros who crossed the 
finish just a few lengths behind Storman Nor¬ 
man. 

Billy Myers, a Marlborough junior riding his 
own Frost Time, was then placed second, with 
Cary Jackson's Crumaboo, ridden by Daniel 
Culver, placing third. Young Myers led the field 
for the first nine fences. Frost Time nearly re¬ 
fused on the tenth fence and how the young 
rider stayed aboard remains a mystery. He lost 
enough time, however, for Storman Norman 
and Barros Negros to charge ahead and battle it 
out to the finish. 

John Schapiro said his stepson, a student at 
Gilman School, misunderstood the course and 
thought he had been told to go the way he did. 

Eleven horses went postward in the $1,500 
John D. Bowling Memorial steeplechase, one of 
two mile-and-a-half hurdle races on the pro¬ 
gram. Stretch II, owned and ridden by Clay 
Brittle, pulled out in front after Turney

McKnight's Matelot fell on the eighth of the 
nine-fence course. Raymond Guest's Afilador 
was second with David Washer in the saddle. 
Another Guest entry, Locris II, ridden by Robert 
Witham, fell at the third fence. Mrs. Polinger's 
Jezabell's Man, Jonathan Ruhsam up, was third. 

The Arundel Cup, a hurdle race for amateur 
riders and horses, was won by Charles Owens' 
Fast Will with David Myers riing. Dudley, rid¬ 
den by Doug Small, Jr., Chalarie, ridden by John 
Cory, and the winning Fast Will appeared to be a 
hunt team over the nine-hurdle course until 
Myers pulled Fast Will into the lead going over 
the last hurdle. Fast Will, a 7-year-old son of Yes 
You Will, earned over $41,000 on the flat and 
was castrated only last summer. 

A mile-and-a-half flat, won by Dr. and Mrs. 
William Wright's Aristocrat, and a mile-and-a- 
quarter flat with Raymond Guest's Casamayor 
the winner, completed the race program with 


the exception of the team relay race, the last 
fixture of the day. 

Always an event which generates excitement 
among spectators, the mixed team relay at¬ 
tracted six teams to the Marlborough course 
with a Goshen Hunt team comprised of Alfred 
Knowles riding Mr. J.A.M., Helen Polinger on 
Gabster and Stanley Stiles astride Twilight Brass 
finishing well ahead of the closest competitors, 
Judy Ford Eiseman (on Hatteras Light), Nancy 
Gore (on General) and Louise Heaton (riding 
Sharp Danny). A Marlborough team of Joseph 
Cage, Henry Fowler, Jr., and Julie Coffren (rid¬ 
ing Ma Mere, Sonnet and Paper Dare) was third. 

The first annual race meeting conducted by 
the Marlborough Hunt was held on the David- 
sonville farm of Mr. and Mrs. John Murray Begg 
where the layout was near perfect for spectators. 
Every jockey questioned gave only positive re¬ 
plies on the course's condition. "We had to 
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change only one thing on the farm to improve 
the terrain/' Marlborough Hunt president 
* Harry Ketts said. A culvert was installed over a 
stream that runs through the course. Veteran 
hunt race subscribers like Col. Daniel Fahey re¬ 
marked, "It is one of the nicest courses I have 
ever seen." 

Alfred H. Smith, Jr., joint MFH Marlborough, 
gave credit to John R. Cory as the mastermind 
I behind it all. "It was his idea," Smith said, "and 
the entire hunt fell in to help. The course was 
built by Hunt Club members with advice from 
NSHA authorities, but John Cory put it all to¬ 
gether." 

A crowd of over 2,500 turned out for 
Marlborough's debut on a sunny, windy and not 
unbearably cold day. The Club is off to a great 
start, receipts having totaled $23,000 after an 
I outlay of $20,000. 

• Marxian Curran, Jr., joint MFH Goshen, 
and clerk of the scales at the Marlborough races, 
was walking around with his thumb in a huge 
bandage. "Cut off the end with an axe," he 
I explained. 

, • Charles Smith of Marlborough made the 

i profound statement of the day. "Every winner 
j here today has set a course record!" Back to your 
j foxhunting, Charles. 

j • Bennett Crain, one of the four race judges 
(Henry Fowler, Sr., Harry H. Semmes, Jr. and 
Charles Scarlett helped), was walking around 
with a copy of The Maryland Horse conspicu¬ 
ously sticking out of his coat pocket. 


• Dr. Eugene Guazzo, ex-MFH De La Brooke 
W, asked, "How many doctors do you know 
who have an office sitting in the middle of a 
seven-acre cornfield?" He added that hounds 
ran a gray fox right past his waiting room the 
other day. 

• Since 1936, the inception of Marlborough 
Hunt Club, there have been only five Masters of 
Foxhounds. 

• Cathy McCalmont, riding for the Goshen 
Hunt team in the relay event, first lost her saddle 
pad, then the saddle and finally her horse. She 
managed to get it all together again, remount 
and finish the race. 

• Asked why he wasn't riding his 14-year-old 
gelding Nosey Joe instead of taking pictures of 
the races, Peter Winants said he had decided to 
retire his jumper after a recent workout. "We 
were in this field with some cattle," said the 
assistant editor of the Chronicle of the Horse, 
"when I galloped up alongside a cow. She took 
one look at Nosey Joe and took off. I turned old 
Nosey loose so that we could race the cow a little 
bit. But no matter how hard we tried, we never 
could overtake that cow. That's when I knew he 
should be retired. Getting outrun by a cow is 
embarrassing." 

• Duck Martin said he was without a horse for 

the spring point-to-points but that he might pick 
up one of the mounts assigned to Bruce Fenwick 
who is on crutches. Early Earner, Duck's 1972 
Maryland Hunt Cup winner, has been retired 
because of a bowed tendon. □

\ At age 20, he was the youngest person to

. ship. A year later, in 1974, Mike Virts became 

I the first person in the history of jousting ever 
to hold both the Maryland State and U.S. 
j National Jousting Championships during the 
same season. 

Born and raised on a Jefferson, Md., farm 
in Frederick county, Mike works a 200-acre 
I dairy farm in partnership with his father. 

'1 became interested in jousting at age 13,” 
I Virts recalls. "At that time I was a junior 

I member of the Silver Bit Riding Club which 

sponsored a tournament. With the help of 
I my father I set up a course at home to prac- 
' tice.” 

I It didn’t take long for young Virts to catch 
, on to this age old sport. In 1967, his first 

I year of competition, when he was only 14 years 

I old, he won all rookie, amateur and semi- 

professional classes. His greatest thrill of the 
j successful first year came in the Maryland 

State Championship. “I took 17 straight rings, 
I defeating a gentleman who had been riding 

! for 15 years,” Virts recalls. In addition to being 

I named Maryland State Amateur Jousting 

! Champion, Virts was awarded a trophy for 

' the most rings taken by a teenager at the 

j tournament. 

Although the following year (1968) was 
I a successful one for Mike, he was to find in 
1969 that his luck had at least temporarily 
[ ended.

I March, 1975 


For three years Mike met with disap¬ 
pointment, discouragement and many failures. 
During 1969, 1970 and 1971 he won no sig¬ 
nificant tournament, much less a champion¬ 
ship. 

Performing in 1972 as a professional, Virts 
won the Maryland State Championship in what 
for him was a dream come true tournament. 

The following year'Mike became the young¬ 
est person (20) ever to win the U. S. National 
Championship in Washington. He was the first 
individual ever to hold both the Maryland and 
national titles when he captured both in 1974. 

Regarding his dual crowns, Virts said: ”I 
didn’t luck into these titles. I had to spear 
nine out of nine half-inch rings to win the 
State title, and any time you do that, you’re 
riding real good.” 

During Mike’s eight years of jousting he 
has twice won the Maryland State Champion¬ 
ship and twice the National Championship. The 
former 4-H member won many awards in that 
organization, too — twice being chosen as the 
club’s outstanding sportsman and once being 
honored as the county’s most outstanding 
4-H’er. 

Says Virts regarding his favorite sport: 
"Jousting is simply a matter of spearing more 
rings than your competitors. There’s no money 
in it, and it will never get like racing. It’s 
simply a sport for the entire family. And I 
happen to enjoy it very much.” □ 
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Letter From Ireland 



So here I am living in Ireland and wondering how the horse business is in | 

America. I know how it is in Ireland... so bad that we can’t give them away. j 

Well, if you can’t sell them, you’ve got to run them. That should make for some 
grand sport this year. , 

And this is a sporting country. Make no mistake. Remember that Ireland 1 

is only about the size of New Jersey, and then consider that we have 200 packs | 

of hounds of which 50 are recognized. Last year there were 650 horses which ^ 

competed in 56 point-to-point meetings. | 

But enough of statistics. They’re dull, boring and who cares anyway? 

What I want to do is tell the people in America what it’s really like to see 
a point-to-point in Ireland. For true feeling and flavor I can do no better than 1 

to quote Mr. Stanislaus Lynch’s ’’Running Commentary on a Point-to-Point.” 

So here it is: 
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"Will yis stop pushing behind there or 
you’ll land me into the ditch. Can you see 
the horses, Mary Ellen? They’re down at the 
starting post; and I’ll be down in this drain 
if yis don’t quit shoving. Haven’t you the 
whole country for a grandstand, and why must 
you all crowd me off this one bit of bank? 
There’s lashings of room, if yis id have a bit 
of—Oh, be the lord Harry! They’re off! 
There’s the hunting horn. Can you hear it, 
Mary Ellen? Great God, how the sound of it 
warms my old heart. 

"What a wonderful start! There’s The Holy 
Terror lying third with our wee Jamesy riding 
him. Can you see his green jacket, Mary 
Ellen? They’re coming to the first jump. God 
be with the day when I could show them boys 
how to ride a point-to-point: but these old 
rheumatics—these old rheumatics! Now they’re 
at it. They’re over. Wee Jamesy’s there, Mary 
darling and going like a Trojan. Now they’re 
coming to the first bank. Jamesy’s dropped 
back to fourth. That’s what I like to see! Hold¬ 
ing a horse together: just what his father 
would have done. Leave the pace-making to 
someone else. 


"Now they’re coming to the drop ditch— 
a dangerous kind of an ould blind contraption— 


but thank God they’re over it safely. Have you 
a good view, Mary Ellen? Do you know, that 
gossoon of ours is making wonderful great 
work! Dang! but they’re after lepping two 
fences so quickly that I missed seeing them 
with the talking. 

"Now they’re racing for the big up-bank, 
a ticklish class of jump. Purty high, too. God 
save us, the two leaders are down. They’ll 
baffle the others. Jamesy, son, mind your¬ 
self. Steady avick, steady me jewel! Over! 
Good man! He’s a great lad, Mary darling, 
a great lad; and The Holy Terror’s a tremen¬ 
dous great horse. 

"What’s that you say, Miss? There’s more 
room behind? God spare you. Step up here, 
Mary Ellen, and you can see better. Oh, that’s 
grand. What’s that. Miss? Did you say the 
green rider? You backed him? I hope he wins 
for you. He’s my son, Jamesy, wee Jamesy; 
and he told me, and his mother here, to wait 
at this spot above the water jump. I’m too 
stiff to fight my way through crowds, and he 
told us to stay here where it would be midd¬ 
ling quiet. And ’twould give him more 
courage, too, for whisper, Miss, The Holy 
Terror is a bit green at water, but Jamesy 
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told us that if he got over the river he’d give 
the best of them a run for their money. 

’’Now they’re racing at the wall; it’s not 
too high, but it would be safer not to hit it, 
just the same. Over they come!—five, six, 
seven of them. Swooping toward us down the 
long slope to the river. Jamesy’s moving up. 
He’s fifth, he’s fourth, he’s third, he’s mad. 
Does he mean to lead with a green horse over 
the biggest leap in the country? The two 
leaders are abreast. He’s using his whip, he’s 
gaining, he’s stark crazy. Now he’s wedged 
between them ... coming to the river .. .thun¬ 
dering at it together ... he’s into it... No, 
be the Lord Harry! He’s over!! Me bould man, 
Jamesy! 

’’Mary Ellen, did you ever see the bate of 
that for cleverness? Wedged his young horse 


between two old stags so that he couldn’t 
swerve at the water jump. That’s what you | 
may call a bit of classic riding—but sure it’s 
not off the bushes he licked it. | 

’’Bedad, I didn’t see the two jockeys in the i 
water till now; but sure there’s still five more ( 
in the race. 

’’That’s the big double, the second fence i 
over on the hill; when they clear that they 
turn for home. I'd rather see Jamesy staying . 
a bit closer to the leaders; himself and the 
grey are the last two in the race. Oh-Oh! 
someone’s crashed at the double—that leaves 
four—if the loose horse doesn’t knock The 
Holy Terror. <i 

"Me bould Holy Terror doesn’t want to be 
knocked, sure he doesn’t, Mary Ellen? See the 
way he tackled that double? The grey and 
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himself are moving up now. Three fences 
more and they’ll be into the straight. Be the 
lord Harry! Isn’t he going great guns entire¬ 
ly? Two fences now and not a length between 
the four o’ them: you could cover them all 
with your handkerchief. 

"The last fence. Mary, darling, the last 
fence! Lord bless me, if I hadn’t the rheu¬ 
matics how I’d love to run over and cheer 
that gossoon in green. The grey and a chest¬ 
nut are over first, but The Holy Terror’s on 
their heels. Come on, Jamesy! Come on, Jame- 
sy! Ride him, avick! Mary, darling, he’s level 
with them—and twenty lengths to go. They’re 
neck and neck at it. He’s going to the front! 
Mary, he’s going to the front! Come on, Jame¬ 
sy! Great God, I can’t see a stime . . . it’s all 
misty . . . can’t even see his green jacket. Mary, 


the sight’s leaving my eyes! Is Jamesy coming 
in ... ? 

"What’s that you say. Miss? You’ve won 
your bet? The green jockey? . . . Do you hear 
that, Mary Ellen? The green jockey! Me bould 
son, Jamesy! Me hardy fella! 

"Do you know. Miss, he’s a great gosson.. 
Ach! but sure it’s not off the bushes he licked 
it.” 


You may well say, "Ah, to be in Ireland, 
now that April’s there.” 

There may be no money in it but as a 
sport it sure beats a six-furlong sprint at 
Bowie on a rainy Friday.

Elkridge-Harford 

Saturday, April 5 

The first Saturday in April is traditionally 
Elkridge-Harford Day for Maryland's point-to- 
point followers, the Harford county hunt club 
hosting an old fashioned race in the morning 
and three timber races in the afternoon. 

Last year Mrs. Charles Fenwick, Jr., won the 
old-fashioned Cross Memorial (named in honor 
of the late Frederic S. Cross) astride her hunter 
Nipper. 

Winner of the featured S. Lurman Stewart 
Memorial contested at Mrs. Edward S. Voss’s 
Atlanta Hall Farm was John Myers’ Donna 
Donovan, ridden by his son David who was 
then only 15 years old. 

Mrs. Eugene Weymouth’s Burnmac (who 
was to capture the Maryland Hunt Cup three 
weeks later) won the Edward S. Voss Memorial 
which was run over the same course as the 
Stewart but at a heavier weight. Burnmac, rid¬ 


den by Paddy Neilson, was a driving winner 
in a tense struggle against Mrs. John D. Scha- 
piro’s Elkridge Tiger. 

The Ladies Race was won by Vivian Rail on 
Turney McKnight’s Still in All who edged out 
Sally Strawbridge on Rendrock. 

My Lady's Manor 

Saturday, April 12 

The My Lady’s Manor is the first of Mary¬ 
land’s three major spring point-to-points and 
will this year be having its 65th running. It 
was won in 1974 by Happy Orphan who tri¬ 
umphed by five lengths over Early Earner. 

Owned by Charles C. Fenwick, Sr., and rid¬ 
den by his 27-year-old son, Charles, Jr., Happy 
Orphan had earlier last year won the Howard 
County Cup in a campaign that was to take 
him to the Maryland Hunt Cup, in which he 
fell while leading at the third fence. 
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Early Earner, owned and ridden by Duck 
Martin, was clearly second best in last year’s 
My Lady’s Manor but the 1972 winner of the 
Maryland Hunt Cup was to end his career in 
last year’s Hunt Cup, when he bowed a tendon 
and was eased up late in the race. 

In the Manor’s secondary feature, the John 
Rush Streett Memorial, William Wood’s Myr¬ 
midon won by six lengths over Elkridge Tiger. 
Trained and ridden by Johnny Fisher, Myr¬ 
midon was gaining only his second win over 
timber. 

Both of the Manor races are run bver the 
same three-mile 16-fence course on Monkton 
properties owned by the Secor and Pearce fam¬ 
ilies. 

Grand National 

Saturday, April 19 

The Grand National is Maryland’s second 
oldest timber race, having first been run in 
1898. It is also Maryland’s second most diffi¬ 
cult timber race, boasting fences which rival 
in size many of the Maryland Hunt Cup jumps. 

Victory in the 1974 renewal went to Mrs. 
Eugene Weymouth’s Burnmac who led over 
^11 18 fences to win by three lengths from J. 
S. Griswold’s Coney Island. Paddy Neilson was 
astride the winning Pennsylvania invader. 

Of the seven starters in last year’s race, all 
except Monfire completed the course. 

Only other race on the Grand National pro¬ 
gram is the Benjamin Murray Memorial which 
is contested over 17 of the Grand National 
fences. The winner last year was Mrs. Nelson 
Slater’s Raford Boy, ridden by R. Howard, Jr. 
Strandmillis Stable’s Eastmac was a distant 
second, finishing five lengths behind the 8-year- 
old winner. 


Maryland Hunt Cup 

Saturday, April 26 

The Maryland Hunt Cup is the granddaddy 
of all timber races. 

Except for the war years, it has been run 
annually since 1894 and has been contested on 
the last Saturday in April at its present site 
since 1922. 

Generally recognized as the world’s most 
difficult timber race, the Maryland Hunt Cup 
is run over 22 fences at a distance of four 
miles. Some of the jumps exceed five feet of 
solid post and rail. 

The race, which always begins at 4 p.m., is 
the only event on the program.

Lecture VI. Uterine Infections 
in the Mare 

By Dr. John D. Gadd 


U terine infections or Endometritis develop 
when disease producing micro-organisms in¬ 
vade the tissue of the genital tract. Pathways 
for the infection include feces and excrement 
entering through the vulvo-vaginal orifice, the 
lymphatics, the blood stream and from ad¬ 
joining systems. Promoting factors are pneu¬ 
movaginitis or wind sucking, traumatized tis¬ 
sue from foaling, neo-natal infection with re¬ 
sultant retained placenta, decreased general re¬ 
sistance and infections at other sites. 

In everyday practice, too much emphasis is 
placed on the outcome of cultures alone. With¬ 
out speculum examination, rectal palpation of 
the ovarian status and microscopic analysis of 
vaginal cervical secretion no distinaion could 
be rnade between the true cultures, the false 
positive culture or the false negative cultures. 

The differentiating feature between normal 
and abnormal secretions as indicated by the 
microscopic examination constitutes the num¬ 
ber and appearance of white blood cells. In 
the abnormal secretion, the white blood cells 
clump together and are joined by pus 
cells, the typical characteristics of an infec¬ 
tious exudate. Thus the mare that is positive 
on culture for staphalococci or streptococci but 


is without clinical evidence of genital tract 
infection as shown by microscopic and spec¬ 
ulum examinations is considered to represent 
a false positive. In the instance where the 
culture is negative and the clinical appearance 
is that of infection, the infecting organisms 
may be walled off in the interstitial tissue or 
lymph glands where the culture is unobtain¬ 
able resulting in a false negative. It is my 
experience that cultures may be negative at 
the beginning of oestrus and be positive at 
the latter part of the oestral period. The op¬ 
posite may also be observed, the exudate may 
be excreted in that she has eliminated all of 
the infective secretion. Steuart s transport me¬ 
dia provides a culture media for holding the 
pathogenic baaeria for at least 48 hours and 
is much superior to any technique applying 
a dry set-up. 


It is my routine procedure to make a smear 
after each speculum examination. The smear 
is fixed and stained with Wright’s stain 
which affords a good means of identifying 
and differentiating the type of blood cells, 
bacteria and other vaginal flora. The number 
and percentage of pus cells are the main ob¬ 
jective along with the presence or absence of 
other vaginal flora. Sterile plastic speculums

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are used primarily for obtaining a non-con- 
taminated culture and microscopic examina¬ 
tion and also eliminate the hazard of trans¬ 
mitting infection from one mare to another. 
Microscopic examination is of equal value to 
me in evaluating the mare’s soundness for 
breeding. If she has a high percentage of pus 
cells on the smear, I conclude that she is in¬ 
fected and should not be bred. Further I accept 
this appraisal over a negative culture report. 
I particularly depend on the microscopic exam¬ 
ination on foal heat mares. I have no hesi¬ 
tancy in recommending the foal heat mare be 
bred if the microscopic examination is good. 
Depending alone on speculum examination 
for appraisal of the mare’s breeding health is 
not accurate. Good records are an essential in 
evaluation of an infected mare. 

In the use of uterine infusions for the treat¬ 
ment of uterine infections it should be stressed 
that it is better to under-treat than over¬ 
stimulate or over-treat for the latter will de¬ 
stroy the functioning tissue. This will result 
m the formation of connective or scar tissue 
that is unresponsive to any therapy. 

When anatomic deformities occur (such as 
lateral vulvae tears) they should be corrected

before the Caslick labiae operation is performed. 
Dr. Caslick’s observation that pneumovagin¬ 
itis or wind sucking is a vice has stood the 
test of time. Flat rump, high tail conformation 
predisposes the mare to aspirating air into the 
vagina, thus causing an inflammation that be¬ 
comes progressively worse with resultant in¬ 
fection of the genital tract. It is accepted that 
mechanical correction of wind sucking is to be 
done before medication. In selected cases where 
I feel that labiae suture is not sufficient, I resort 
to a more radical operative pfocedure that I 
speak of as a deep perineal suture, for want of 
a better name. The following prerequisites for 
selection of operative cases are used: 

• Barren for two or more years. 

• Extreme relaxation in the perineal region 
to such an extent the labiae suture does 
not eliminate the wind sucking. 

• A positive culture. 

• Microscopic examination for high per¬ 
centage of pus cells. 

• Pus or fluid on the floor of the vagina. 

• Denuded area down the legs and scurfy 
appearance around the vulva and peri¬ 
neal region.

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• If not in season, tranquilization is a diag¬ 
nostic tool in that the mare relaxes in 
the perineal region approximating the 
same condition as observed in a ‘‘full 
bloom heat.” 

The deep perineal suture operation is sim¬ 
ply an extended or deep closure of the dorsal 
vLilvo-vaginal orifice. 

The rectal vaginal junction should always 
be examined minutely as it offers an avenue 
of infection that may be missed. 

The issue today is whether to eradicate or 
suppress infection or the growth of bacteria. 
Eradication means a selective killing of bac¬ 
teria with the inherent risk of generating super¬ 
infection such as an E. coli or Pseudomonas 
aeruginosa infection. Thus in eradication we 
are trying to create a germ-free environment. 
Suppression in contrast to eradication means 
simply a more selective lowering of the 
bacteria. In the intestine, for example, the nor¬ 
mal flora is lowered from a million to five 
hundred thousand grams percent of fecal matter 
thereby allowing the mare’s own defense 
mechanism to be more effective. Thus we see 
the bacteria living together in a form of sym¬ 
biosis.

Since the matching of bacteria (Schirmer 
and Gadd) has shown a close identity between 
the organisms cultured from the cervical secre¬ 
tion collected during oestrus and the organisms 
harvested simultaneously from the rectum, it 
was concluded in 1969 that genital infections 
in the mare indeed arise from the intestinal 
tract. Thus control of infections by lowering 
the bacteria count in the lower bowel allows the 
host’s own resistance to fight the infection that 
has become pathogenic in another system. 

Selection of fat-soluble antibibtic compounds 
will have to be considered in any therapeutic 
effort, since 60 percent of the genital tissues 
is made of phospholypoids or otherwise fatty 
tissue. In contrast, water-soluble compounds 
that have been found in high concentration in 
the blood stream were not found in the inter¬ 
stitial tissue. It has to be asked which drug 
is absorbed more readily and which is the one 
to choose. Will it be absorbed to reach the 
target tissue or organ? Therefore, more con¬ 
sideration has to be given to the fat-soluble 
antibiotics that are absorbed. 

CONCLUSION 

The purpose of this paper is to share with 
you my thinking in the treatment of infec¬ 
ted mares. The following should be considered:

Maintain stall flooring that is higher in 
the middle for drainage and is consequently 
not a cesspool of infection. Disinfect and leave 
open for 24 hours.

The Maryland Horse 

Reported... 

► As spring approached and the ban on racing 
continued, trainers were in a quandry as to how 
to proceed with their charges—whether to go 
ahead with them on the assumption that res¬ 
toration was imminent or to hold back, at the 
risk of having unfit horses when the ban was 
lifted. 

In this connection the spring 3-year-old 
classics presented a particular problem. With 
most trainers trying to follow a sort of middle 
course, winding up with not-quite-ready horses, 
it was suggested that the classics might have to 
be run at a shorter distance or at a later date. 
Both of these alternatives, however, presented 
serious difficulties. 

► Don Reed reported that a program of 
changes and improvements was underway at the 
Havre de Grace race course. 

’’Revelation that the management has been 
devoting the last two seasons (during which 
the track was idle) to working slowly but stead¬ 
ily... eliminates all doubts concerning the fu¬ 
ture of the track. There had been many who, 
believing that Havre de Grace faced very stern 
opposition in New Jersey after the war, were 
fearful that the famed course might never 
operate again.” 

► ”The Percheron stallion depicted on our 
cover this month is the herd sire at Dan 
Wright's Monocacy Farm, at Frederick, Calyps- 
dragetude, a sire heavy in the powerful Brilliant 
blood. He is known as a ’modern type* Perche¬ 
ron, not over-large, active, thick-set and close 
to the ground,** wrote the editor. 

► In an article on fire prevention, Joe Palmer 
observed that ’’the stables at most tracks have 
quite large and legible signs forbidding smoking 
but these are chiefly useful in that they present 
a smooth surface for striking matches.” 

► Editor Humphrey S. Finney's Saddle Bag 
contained the following account of the begin¬ 
ning of a trip to Lexington with mares booked 
to Kentucky stallions:

’’February 1. A busy day indeed, with these 
notes penned in the dead of night near Altoona, 
Pennsylvania. Loaded ten mares this forenoon 
at Mount Washington station in an express 
car, these mares having come from New Jersey, 
Virginia and all around Maryland. It was bitter 
cold when we got down to Baltimore, there to 
find that we would get no lights until we got 
to Pittsburgh on account of bad batteries in the 
car. At Altoona we were able to secure three 
small lanterns, which did dispel some of the 
sepulchral gloom of the horse car... Got stalled 
in a blizzard but a relief engine finally got us 
to Pittsburgh, hours late, with the temperature 
at 4 degrees above zero. No heat in the car, of 
course.** 

► Two of the five Maryland foals reported 
went on to greater glory. W. H. LaBoyteaux's 
Whirlaway filly out of Imperatrice, named 
Scattered, won the C. C. A. and Pimlico Oaks 
before producing stakes winners Here and 
There and Disperse. Gallita, a full sister to 
Gallorette (^Challenger II—Gallette) bred by 
W. L. Brann, became the dam of Nadir. 

► J. William Graham was appointed Secretary 
to the Maryland Racing Commission, succeed¬ 
ing James F. Hayward, who had occupied that 
position since the creation of the Commission 
25 years earlier. Noting that the retiring secre¬ 
tary would be missed, Don Reed added, ’’Hay- 
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ward possessed a rare patience, plus a keen wit, 
a combination which enabled him to continue 
unruffled under numerous commissioners and 
in dealing with the varied types of individuals 
who were constantly before him.” 

► G. Ray Bryson announced the sale of Elber- 
ton Hill, which he had acquired the previous 
year, to Major Albert Warner of California's 
Warner Brothers Studio. The 150-acre farm 
had been developed by E. G. ”Bud” Hackney, 
recently reported missing in action in Europe. 

► Reprinted from Hoof Beats, official organ 
of the American Trotting Horse Association, 
was an article on Hanover Shoe Farm, the fa¬ 
mous Standardbred nursery located just across 
the Pennsylvania border. Dr. C. R. Richards, 
formerly associated with Sagamore Farm, man¬ 
aged such well-known stallions as Billy Direct, 
Nibble Hanover and Spencer Scott. Owner 
Lawrence Sheppard was also interested in Thor¬ 
oughbreds and kept several at the farm, includ¬ 
ing the stallion Charing Cross. 

► A record $50,000 was paid at a Denver sale 
by Richard C. Riggs for the purebred Hereford 
bull TT Triumphant 29th. The bull was intend¬ 
ed to upgrade the herd at Riggs’ Foxhall Farms 
in Catonsville.
